J. & Woodward, theprogrraelrv east 
ern fanner and etoek grower, writes as 
follows to Prairie Farmer on the oacpnt 
of silos: 

. I bare no patience with times who 
advine'tbe oourtrnction of cheap idk» i 
It ie (loot,: le e a fact that a silo may be 
pnt ro very cheaply, even of eittgio 
booi.ii, and keep silage fairly well fora 
year or two, bat in the end it wilt be 
found unsatisfactory. In tbe building of 
a silo, si in everything else, "what is 
worth doing at all L* worth doing well " 
Whether it shall be round or square 
| depends more upon the taste of tbo 
builder than anything else. The round 
| silo is theoretically perfect, but practi¬ 
cally it does not make a continental's 
difference in I be keeping of the contents 
While the round silo does away with 
the comers it mots more to build, and if 
put inside a building nearly one-fourth 
of the apace is wasted. Then, if it is so 
large that a partition is needed, it is 
impassible to put one in of paflleieut 
strength to rndore the premie without 
making it eb thick that much space is 
wasted, ami the partition beoouiM an 
air shoot, down which tbe air can pass 
to leak out into the silage all along tbe 
corners, and then tbo corners made by 
putting a partition arrow a round tilo 
are of the very went shape. 

1 I hkvu boon iu malty round silo* and 
i have seen u large a proportion rf waste 

with the comen simply filled with a 8 
J by 0 stick sawed diagonally and united 
1 iu firmly, first coating the comets well 
| with pitch and coa> tar. Recently I 
have been counseled about the building 
I of a number of silos, and in every case 
I have insisted that they be double pw- 
I pored, and the silage has kept perfectly. 

| My method is to have the first boarding 
put on anil nailed very firmly, then over 
this pnt a lining of lhe best tarred fait 
or paper and tack It solid. 

Now over Ibis spread a coat of pitch 
and ooul tar mixed just as thick as it 
can be spread, or if the pitch cannot be 
hud. boil down the tar to tbo like cou- 
■inteucy, and while this coat is still soft 
put on another lining of tarred papot or 
felt, and over this put the lining of 
narrow matched boards (a half inch 
thick is as good as thicker!, and noil it 
| very firmly. On to tbe comets put in 
extra strip of the pa per, coat It with tbe 
pitch or tor and into this nail a pieoo of 
8> by «, sawed diugoaslly so as to make 
it fit, leaving about a 9 inch face. I 
would now advise painting the inside 
with two coats bt fresh coal tar. Pnt on 
tbe first one and give it a week to dry, 
when apply the second, and this should 
have at least a month to harden before 
filling the silo. Wo shall vmy have m 
din absolutely airtight, and tbat is 
wbat is wanted to have the eta;touts 
Ucftne oat in tbe most perfect condition.

and put in, I will wareant no fail ores,
